Fourth Annual Count, July 1941 
Reported Through the State Extension Services 


The continuing growth of the frozen food locker industry is reflected in 
the fourth annual count of locker plants which shows 3,623 plants now 
open in 45 States. New plants renorted since July 1940 number 753. The 
average yearly increase for the period 1938 to 1941 is 785. 


Some communities indicate that they now have sufficient locker facili- 
ties for current patronage. In other sections such as California, Texas, 
Mississippi, and Kansas, the rate of construction has increased during 
the past year. The fewest lockers per State are still reported from 

the Hast and Southeast.

Postwar adjustments have caused some loss of locker patronage, especially among 
city residents, but farm families have contracted for most of these vacated 
lockers. iiany plants still have waiting lists. 


Competition among all food processors and distributors seems to be getting keener. 
Locker plant managers are increasing their efforts to sell quality, convenience, 
and economy.

Twelfth Annual Count, July 1949 
Reported Through the State Extension Services 


A total of 11,245 locker plants in the 48 States was reported by the State Exten- 
sion services as of July 1949. This is an increase of 628 over the eleventh 
annual count made in 1948. A more complete canvass in some States found some 
plants that had been overlooked previously, and a number of small units have 
been added during the vear. 


Expansion in most of the Midwest and in washington, California, and Texas was 
small, although Michigan, Minnesota, and *isconsin showed a definite growth. 
A few States reported a small decrease in total number of plants. 


The local preservation of locally grown food in locker plants has entered a 

more competitive period. Some plants have closed, but good managers, with adeqate 
facilities, who have adapted their services to the needs of their communities 

and to the needs of families who own freezer cabinets, report an expanding busi- 
ness.

‘Few changes in locker plant numbers during the past year were reported in Extension's 
thirteenth annual count. Some new plants opened, A few plants closed. About half 
the apparent increase of 351 plants reflects a more complete listing of plants in a 
few States than was made in 1949, 


Along with reduced construction of new plants there was a slight decline in business 
handled by established plants. The industry has come into frontal competition with 
all the other means for preserving, storing, and distributing perishable foods, Many 
plants are adjusting Successfully-—even enlarging their operations, Some others are 
having difficulty. 


Frozen food acceptance continues to increase, The locker job is to give patrons. the 
quality, convenience, and economy they seek,
